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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8, and 17-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1,17, 26, 31 and 32, they are allowable due to 
the fact that no prior art completely encompasses all the limitations within the claims. 

Bell was used to show the dual mode functionality within a dual-mode phone. 
Bell's phone consisted of two air interfaces, one cellular, one cordless. Bell discloses 
some limitations of the Application, but as stated by Applicant, Bell does not disclose 
the distinctive features of wherein the first wireless modem controls the operation of the 
second wireless modem; wherein the second wireiess modem includes control 
functionality only for operation of said second air interface, and wherein said first 
wireless modem controls the operation of said second wireless modem such that said 
first wireless modem manages the operations of both said first air interface and said 
second air interface. Therefore, as stated by Applicant, Applicant's phone requires two 
distinct wireless modems (Spec, page 1, lines 22-23), and the specific functionality that 
the first wireless modem includes general control functionality for the handset and the 
second wireless modem only includes functionality specific to the operation of the 
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second wireless modem, and wherein the first wireless modem controls the operation of 
said second wireless modem and manages the operations of both said air interfaces. 

The combinations of features are allowed with emphasis on the specific feature, 
wherein said second wireless modem includes control functionality only for operation of 
said second air interface and wherein said first wireless modem controls the operation 
of said second wireless modem such that said first wireless modem manages the 
operations of both said first air interface and said second air interface.
